Large Part of Income From 
Fruit Sales Goes for 
Payrolls

occupation is that of caring for 
the groves and in other citrus 
work. A large share of the amount 
received by the growers goes to 
pay employes in the groves, for 
fertilizer and for other items. ' 

Paul S. Armstrong, general man- 
ager of the California Fruit Grow- | 
ers Exchange, recently pointed out 
that the citrus industry furnishes 
directly the livelihood for 200,000 
people in the state. Of the 150 
million dollars received for the 
last citrus crop, only about one- 
third actually went to the grow- 
ers. 

The first deduction from the de- 
livered value is $40,000,000 for 
freight and refrigeration, over half 
of which is said to go directly to 
railroad labor as wages. Based 
on Exchange figures, marketing 
expenses, including advertising, 
took about five million for all ship- 
pers, he said. 

Wages for labor accounted for 
30 million, divided approximately 
18 million to grove labor and 12 
million to packing house workers. 

Orchard supplies such as ferti- 
lizer, water, pest control and or- 
chard heating take another 18 mil- 
lion, and packing house materials, 
chiefly boxes, wraps and process- 
ing materials, 10 million more. 
These supplies and materials come 
from numerous industries which in 
turn employ labor. 

Out of the 50 million left for the 
growers, they must meet interest 
charges or return on capital in- 
vested, much of which is borrowed 
from banks and other lenders; also 
depreciation on trees, replacement 
of trees, margin for profit or re- 
serve. . 

Interest at 6 per cent on present 
valuation of California citrus or- 
chards figures about 25 million 
dollars and depreciation on trees 
at 3 per cent is another four mil- | 
lion, Armstrong said. { 

Discussing orange juice canning, 
Armstrong said that the industry 
is still divided as to whether can- 
ned juice is a menace or an Op- 
portunity. “I am inclined to con- 
sider it an opportunity,” he said, 
“that is, that its value as a plus 
market for fruit will outweigh its; 
harm as a substitute for fresh or-! 
ange juice.” |
